BOYS LAY OUT DRAINAGE SYSTEM 

Professor Hair. i took three of his 
hoys of tho Agricultural F.ngineer- 
mg Class on a surveying trip, sumo 
few days ago. and I considered my- 
self very fortunate in being one of 
llMM hors to got this interesting 
trip. 

Wo left Herea. bright and early, 
and arrived at the farm, about 10:30 
a.m.. all fooling tine for tho task 
before us. 

The farm contains 115 acres of the 
best bliiegrass land, and is l.ieated 
m Jessamine County, on tho Har- 
rodsburg pike, ton miles from I,ex- 
rnitiun, and is owned t.v Mr. Zaring, 
a well known miller of Richmond. 

Our work was to lay out a drain- 
age system to drain a swamp of 
several acres of One land which was 
to bo tiled. Tho first thing U> do 
was t'< determine whether the out- 
let was lower than the intake, and 
how much. It was found that there 
was plenty of fall. Then wo began to 
lay out the system. We had not 
been at work vory long when good 
news came. "Pinner is ready." 

We drove out to tho farm house 
for dinner, and we found thia home 
to ho an old Colonial Mansion. Mr. 
Zaring was very glad to tell us of 
its history. 

This house was tlrst owned by 
Col. Mea.ie. who was a great ad- 
mirer of Lafayette, and. hearing thai 
l.af.iM'tte was to visit I.oxinglun. he 
had a room of this house built to 
entertain him and seven other 
faniuiis royal guests. It was built 
octagonal shape. CoL Meade went 
to Loxtacton for Lafayette ami the 
other royal men, and while he was 
gone the workmen fell out over who 
was to be boss and left tho job in- 
ronipjele. TJie news reached Col. 
Meade and the groat reception was 
Mftad i»ff. 

The next man M MM this old 

estate was Mr. Steele, the fat ll.'l -lll- 
law of Zaring. Mr. MmM was a 
very wealthy MfMMFMI farmer. 

Mr. Zaring is doing a great deal 
in repairing tins old mansion ami 
putting improvements on the farm. 
He took great pride in showing us 
the many things that he is doing 
to improve tho farm. 

The dinner was an ideal country 
dinner, and we regretted very much 
that wn could not stay for supper. 

We returned to our work and 
worked \ory hard to complete it 
before dark. We completed it and 
returned to Richmond for supper. 
We got home at nine o'clock, very 
tired hut very thankful to have had 
such an interesting trip.
